The response filed 2/28/08 cancelled claims 1-19 and added new claims 20-23. Applicant was advised in the communication mailed 
7/30/08 thai the new claims were directed to a non-elected invention. However, applicant's present response provides an improper set 
of claims. Claims 1 6- 1 9 have been reintroduced and new claims 20-26 have been added. Instant claims 20-23 do not correspond to 
the previously submitted claims 20-23. This is improper. It appears that applicant should have cancelled claims 20-23 as submitted 
on 2/28/08 and added all of the present claims with the numbering beginning at claim 24. Applicant is advised that the claims of the 
9/2/08 response have not been entered because this claim set is improper and that the status of the claims is presently claims 1-19 
cancelled and claims 20-23 (as submitted on 2/28/08) pending. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be 
bona fide, apphcant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, 
within which to supply the omission or coiTection in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY
